Reason(s) for Excision: 

Excision 1. 

Remove all depictions throughout the main feature of a man filming explicit sexual 
activity through windows and doors. Under s30(1)(a) of the Summary Offences Act 
1981, “peeping or peering into a dwelling house” at night without reasonable excuse, is 
a criminal offence. Therefore, in accordance with s3(3)(d) of the Films, Videos and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, it is considered that these depictions promote or 
encourage a criminal act in a manner that renders the availability of the recording 
injurious to the public good. 

Excision 2. 104:30 - 129:40 

Remove the final scene in its entirety involving the depiction of a woman engaging in 
explicit sexual activity with four men. Set in a ‘bar’ with several onlookers, the woman 
is shown to proceed with painful sexual intercourse despite showing obvious signs of 
discomfort. Under s3(3)(d) of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act 
1993, it is considered that this scene depicts sexual conduct of a degrading and 
demeaning nature in a manner that renders the availability of the recording injurious to 


the public good.
